The Intapd .wns formed by a grent
volonnle eruptidn mt the bottom of the
sod In 1885, It took the waves and
torme of the ocenn 14 yvars entirely
to obtiterate It Mr J. 0 Lister, who
visited the Islnnd. a short time before 1t
disappenred. snld that It was rapldly
heing torn fo pleces by the actlon of
the waves, Unlesr n freah voleanle
outhurat cecurred hie thovght it wonld
soon disappenr,  ITis prodiction enme
trie, and o steamer thot visited the
plnce abiout the begloning of last yenr
reported thnt pot o wtrance of It wos Lo
be found above the water level,

The Islnud was bullt up n the nelgh.
borhood of the Tonga group, about 356
miles from the 8land of Tofoon. A
stulionrine voleano bod reared from
the bottom of the ocenn a mighty mass
of olectn, nnd on this foundntion rested
the outpourings which roke above the
water.  The Island conslsted of (wo
digtinet parts.  One of them was a hill
of gentle slope and wide bnse, whose
belght war 15346 feet.  On one side the
hill ended abraptly In o el whose
bise wns woshed Dy the sea at bhigh
water. The other port of the i)
wns a flat. extending awny from the
binse of the hill In a vorthoerly direction
und only 10 to 12 foet above the high
tide level. The whole bit of lnnd wus
just n bare, brown beap of ashies
around which the grent rollers hroke
nnd swept up the bluck shores (o
shieets of fonm. The Islnnd wis entire
Iy destitute of vegétution sive for
n balf dozen secdling plunts that bod
found lodgment there,

torn to pleces and agnin disapponrs
from view within n very few yehrs, Its
renppentunee now s donbtlese due to
nnother wvoleanle oruption.  Voleanic
lslnnde seldom endore many yonrs o
lese they ave o large or 2o well pro-
tected agoinst the sen that there |8
time for theim to become covered with
dense  masses  of  vegetation  before
ocean storms bhove an opportunity to
teéar them to pleces.—New York Sun
